Magwood Returns To Elba 


As Execution Date Nears 


Convicted murderer Billy Joe 
Magwood, facing a July 22 execution 
date, returned to the Elba courthouse 
on Saturday, July 16, as attorneys met 
with Judge Riley Green in an attempt to 
receive a ‘stay of execution’’ for their 
client. 

Magwood, sentenced to die for the 
1979 shooting death of Coffee County 
Sheriff Neil Grantham, sat calmly in a 
wooden chair during the nine-hour 
hearing, showing no facial expression 
as witnesses discussed his sanity. 

The hearing began at 10 a.m, witha 
large group of attorneys, a handful of 
Magwood's friends and relatives and 
the late Sheriff Grantham's two 
daughters present in the audience. 

Mr. J.L. Chestnut Jr., a Selma 
attorney representing Magwood, stated 
he was seeking to have his client proved 
insane, which would result in a delay of 
the planned execution, and also sought 
to prove his client had insufficient legal 
counsel at the original trial. 

Dr. William H. Rudder, a Mobile 
psychiatrist who serves as a consultant 
at Searcy State Hospital, was the 
hearing’s first witness and stated 
Magwood was ‘‘one of the few people | 
am frightened of!"’ 

Dr. Rudder, who evaluated the 
defendant during a 10-month period at 
Searcy, reported at his original 
diagnosis on August 14, 1979, he felt 
Magwood was “insane and incom- 
petent,’’ but at a second diagnosis on 
April 1, 1980, had changed his mind and 
found the defendant ‘‘mentally 


Cassady was questioned concerning 
the publicity of the case and his 
friendship to Grantham, as well as the 
racial makeup of the jury, and the 
Enterprise attorney stated his motion 
for a change of venue was denied by the 
court; added he had known the late 
sheriff for 25 years and said he was 
satisfied with the selection of the jury. 

In summing up an answer to the 
barrage of questions, Cassady said, ‘'] 
did the best I could and would do 
nothing different if 1 handled the case 
today.”’ 


The hearing resumed following a 
30-minute recess, with the prosecution 
calling its witnesses. 

Judge Eris Paul was called to 
answer the questions concerning the 
quality of Magwood's original attorneys 
and Judge Paul stated both Cassady 
and Stokes were ‘good lawyers."' 

The line of cross-examination 
quickly returned to the matter of 
Magwood's sanity, with a number of 
Holman Prison authorities being called 
to testify. 

Mr. Ron Jones, the assistant 
warden, stated he had known Magwood 
as a prisoner for two years and had seen 
him at least once a week. He reported 
Magwood had never exhibited ‘‘strange 
or bizarre behavior’ and said in his 
opinion the defendant was “‘sane.”’ 

Earl Self, a Board of Corrections 
Officer, stated he had seen Magwood

almost daily as the supervisor of the 
Death Row section, and never wit- 
nessed any ‘‘unusual behavior’’ by the 
defendant. 

Robert Skipper, a corrections officer 
at Holman, stated he had known 
Magwood since June, 1981, and said 
Magwood ‘was able to communicate”’ 
and was, in his opinion ‘‘sane."’ 

Dorothy Daugherty, a registered 
nurse and the custodian of medical 
records at Holman, brought Magwood's 
medical record and stated the defendant 
was not listed as being psychotic, She 
reported the only medication Magwood 
received was sedatives, antibiotics and 
weak pain-killers, and also stated that to 
her the defendant appeared to be 
“sane.” 

Jim Corbitt, a psychologist at 
Holman Prison, reported he had 
evaluated Magwood’s psychological 
data, and visited him last week, and 
found him to be ‘‘relatively normal.”’ 
He said Magwood had never shown any 
unusual behavior at Holman. 

The final witness was Dr. Blaine 
Crum, a clinical psychologist from 
Mobile, who reported he had given 
Magwood a two-hour evaluation and 
testing on Friday, July 15, and con- 
cluded the defendant ‘“‘is capable of 
rational thinking" and ‘‘is sane."’ 

Judge Riley Green told the 
gathering ‘‘We all know what issue we 
are facing,’’ and stated he would 
release a ruling by Tuesday, July 19.

On the matter of Magwood's sanity, 
Green stated, ‘‘Magwood's attempt to 
invoke Section 15-16-23 and obtain a 
stay of execution of the sentence of 
death is without merit. The totality of 
the evidence conclusively shows he is 
not presently insane. He appears sane, 
competent and capable of assisting 
counsel in matters pertaining to the writ 
of error, sentence or otherwise.’

We don't like to hear of anyone 
being killed in a car wreck, shooting, etc., but when it is a 
friend, things hurt worse. We have no hesitation in urging 
the electric chair for any person convicted of purposely 
killing Sheriff Neil Grantham. 


We long ago realized it is impossible to do things without 
our friends and neighbors finding out about it, and this 
weekend this came home to us. My family and I were 
attending some press meetings at Gulf Shores, and upon 
walking out of a meeting, came upon Mr. E.C. Nevin. Mr. 
Nevin retired last year from the Opp trade school, and has 
since further developed his love of history and visiting 
historical places. However, he and his wife were at the 
beach just to spend a few days with their only daughter and 
her husband, Congressman Richard Shelby. We were 
behaving ourself; therefore, the old master didn’t have to

ALL AROUND COFFEE COUNTY 


THOMAS C. CASADAY 
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LAND 
I got a close up view of 
agriculture in California the 
past few days. It's the 
number one state in agricui- 
tural production and income. 
After traveling and 
seeing a lot of land between 
here and there, I’m 
convinced we have enough 
iand to last a long time. ‘This 
country has a lot of land!! 
The problem is getting 
water to the land at the right 
time and place. Water is the 
limiting factor in agricul- 
ture production. Ifa problem 
occurs, it won't be because 
we don’t have enough land. 
We need to protect our 
soils in Coffee County from 
erosion. The Wiregrass area 
is one of the most severely 
eroded farming areas in the 
country. The slope of the 
land, the soil type and 55-60 
inches of rainfall each year 
takes a big toil. 


FRESNO COUNTY 

Fresno County, California 
is the nation’s nuinber one 
farm county. Gross income 
is over $2 billion 4 year. 
Leading crops are cotton 
(400,000 acres), grapes, 
tomatoes, piums, nectarines, 
oranges, alfalfa hay and 
cattle and calves, 

Fresno County farmers 
and businessmen know how 
to promote farm products. 
For example, the restaurants 
have a variety of delicious 
raisins included in the salad 
bar. The glass of water the 
waitress brings to your table 
has a slice of lemon placed on 
top of the water, 

“This is farm country 
here,’’ a large restaurant 
manager told me and added, 
‘Farmers come in here with 
their families and cat. It 
makes them feel good to see 
the products they grow being 
promoted."’ 


KERN COUNTY 

Kern County, California, 
which includes Bakersfield, 
is a fantastic agriculturai 
county. Last week I visted 
J.H. Black, the County 
Agent-Coordinator there 
and came away with a fuller 
appreciation of California 
agriculture. The main thing I 
learned is that their farming 
is not just fruits, nuts and 
melons -- it’s a lot more. 

Kern County ranks either 
second or third in the nation 
in agricultural gross income. 
Fresno County is first. Tulare 
County sometimes comes in 
second in place of Kern 
depending on prices of cotton 
and other crops, 

Consider this: They get 
4-0 inches of rain a year. 
Irrigation water costs $9.00 
fora foot. Average land sells 
for around $7,000 per acre. 
Nine hundred fifty thousand 
acres were harvested last 


year. Nine hundred forty 
thousand acres were 
irrigated. 

Main crops are cotton 
(380,000 acres this year 
averaging Over two bales per 
acre) and grapes (over 


200,000 acres), They also 
have thousands of acres of 
carrots, potatoes, lettuce, 
and broccoli, Tolal agricul 
tural income in 1982 was $1.3 
billion. That's 15 times the 
total gross Coffee County 
income. 


GOOD COMBINATION 

Bill Hambleton, County 
Agent-Coordinator in Fresno 
County, Alifornia, gave me 
the facts on their agriculture 
last week. The figures are 
impressive: $636 million for 
field crops, $44 million for 
seed crops, $187 million 
worth of vegetables, $753 
million for fruits and nuts, 
$374 million for livestock and 
poultry and $10 million for 


nursery products and bees. 
Hambleton talked about 


the value to farmers of 


raisins as part of the salad 
bar and lemon slices in the 
water. Talking with him 
rerminded me that peanut 
products in the several ways 
they can be fixed would be a 
perfect addition to salad bars 
throughout the world. Ham- 
bleton concluded, ‘‘I’d like 
to see raisins and peanuts 
side by side in every 
restaurait.” 


PRODUCE MARKET 


Check the Farmers 
Roadside Produce Market in 
Enterprise if you are looking 
for homegrown fresh 
vegetables. A number of 
producers are selling peas, 
butter beans, tomatoes, 
okra, squash, watermelons, 
and a number of other 
delicious products.

SORGHUM MIDGE 


More and more grain 
sorghum is being grown this 
year in Coffee County than 
previous years. The sorghum 
is a very damaging insect. 
The midge eats the middle of 
the kernel. Females begin 
laying eggs soon after 
emergence, and each one 
may deposit from 50 to 250 
tiny, white eggs during the 
24 to 48 hours that she lives. 
the adult sorghum midge is 
more active during morning 
or evening hours when they 
fly over or fly about the 
blooming heads. 

If you would like to learn 
more adult checking for the 
sorghum midge, get in touch 
with us at the County 
Extension Office, and we will 
help you. 


HORTICULTURE TIPS 


DAN J, PRESLEY 
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COWPEA CURCULIO 


Field peas are beginning 
to be damaged from the 
cowpea curculio, This is a 
smali, black-snouted beetle 
that puncutres the side of the 
pea to feed and to lay eggs. 
When you shell your peas, 
there will be a little black 
spot on the side of the pea 
rendering them unusable. To 
control the curculio, one of 
the following insecticides 
may be used; Prdrie, Seven, 
or Methozychlor, Apply at 
time of bloom and make 
three or four applications 
four of five days apart. Be 
sure to follow the directions 
on the package when apply- 
ing insecticides, 


BROWN PATCH 


i have noticed a brown 
patch appearing in bermuda 


grass and zoysia lawns 
following this wet, rainy 
weather we have been 


having. Brown patch usually 
starts witha small, circular 
spot an inch or two and 
growing up to several feet in 
diammeter. The grass turns 
tam im color. Sometimes a 
brown patch fungus just 
attacks the leaves, but if the 
comditions for growing 
coratinue, it will distry the 
stolons and roots, If you 
notice these spots appearing 
in wour lawn, I would suggest 
a good fungicide. Apply it 
weekly making three applica- 
tiomms a week apart for best 
results.

PROPER SHRUB CARE 

Your newly planted 
shrubs need proper care. A 
good three-to-six inch layer 
of mulch helps keep weeds 
out and conserves moisture. 
Mulch heavily with pine 
bark, pine straw, leaves, 
compost or other materials. 

Be careful to keep plants 
watered through summer. 
Use a sprinkler or lay a hose 
at the base of the shrub and 
turn it on at a slow dribble. 
Water twice weekly during 
very dry periods. 

Watch carefully for insect 
and disease problems. These 
could increase winter 
damage and mar the plant's 
appearance. 


PECAN ORCHARD CARE 

Weeds and grasses can 
keep your pecan trees from 
producing as they should and 
may interfere with harvest- 
ing. So, good sod herbicide 
management is important. 

Common Bermudagrass 
is one of the better sods to 
use in Coffee County pecan 
orchards, Use herbicides to 
keep a weed-free area six to 
seven fect on each side of the 
trees. And, keep the orchard 
closely mowed. 


KEEP THE GARDEN BUSY 

Plan to keep all rows in 
your garden in production at 
all times, This is the best 
way to get the most out of 
your garden program, 

Corn, potatoes, onions, 
squash and beans mature 
and go out of production 
about mid-summer. If these 
rows are left idle, they'll 
grow up in troublesome 
grass and weeds for ne) 
season,

Losses in 
productivity can be altered 
only for a short time by 
increased fertilizer use, 
Overall fertilizer use has 
increased from 14 million 
tons in 1950 to 119 million 
tons in 1982. This is mainly 
attributed to soil erosion and 


’ the loss of soil fertility. 


Alabama loses an 
average of 13 tons of topsoil 
per acre per year through 
wind and water erosion while 
nature creates on the 
average of 1.5 tons/ac./yr./ 
through chemical and 
physical weathering. A 
current cooperative erosion 
crop productivity study by 
‘the Alabama Agricultural 
Station and the Soil Conser- 
vation Service is providing an 
insight into the extent of 
producitivty loss from 
erosion, These studies have 
shown that on soils in the 
Wiregrass a yield loss of 11 
bushels of corn and 9.5 
bushels of soybeans can be 
expected for each line of soil 
surface.

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Summertime Is Poison Time 


IT’S SUMMERTIME 


It's summertime the 
season for trips to the lake or 
beach, for cooking on out- 
door grills and for mowing 
‘the lawn. Yes, it’s summer, 
a time when many poisoning 
accidents occur. 

‘Summertime is a busy 
season for the Poison In- 
formation Center at The 
Children’s Hospital of 
Alabama,"’ according to 
Center Director Bill King. 

‘The Center advises on 

40 to 45 cases daily, with the 
majority being associated 
with warm weather 
activities,’’ said King. 
‘These summer season 
hazards may include 
pesticides for the lawn and 
garden, lighter fluid for the 
charcoal grill, various crawl- 
ing and flying insects and the 
plants and mushrooms which 
thrive during the moist, hot- 
weather months.”’ 

To insure a safe summer, 
King advises that families 
follow these poison preven- 
tion tips: 


WHEN USING PESTICIDES 
1) Know the exact brand 
name and proper application 
procedures before using a 
pesticide. 

2) Always 
poisons in 


store these 
the ORIGINAL 
container, NEVER in 
beverage cans or bottles. 
Store them in a well-venti- 
lated, locked cabinet. 

3) Always protect your 
hands, arms and other skin 
surfaces from contact with 
pesticides and avoid 
breathing the mist or vapors. 
4) Keep pesticides away 
from open flames. Many 
contain flammable materials. 
5) In case of an ingestion, 
call the Poison Information 
Center (933-4050 in Birming- 


ham or 1-800-292-6678 state- 
wide, toll-free) immediately. 
6) If a pesticide is spilled, 
avoid contact with the 
poison. Pour kitty litter over 
liquid spills, then call the 
Poison Information Center 
for adivce on _ proper 
disposal. 

7) Incase of skin exposure, 
wash areas affected with cool 
water and soap twice. Re- 
move all contaminated 
clothing and call the Poison 
Information Center. 

8) For eye exposure, 
irrigate the eye with tepid 
water for 15 minutes by the 


clock. Consult the Poison 
Information Center 
immediately. 

PLANTS AND 
MUSHROOMS 


1) Keep all houseplants out 
of reach of small children. 

2) Know the names of all 
plants in and around your 
home. 

3) Keep small children 
away from mushrooms 
growing in the yard. Many 
poisonous types may be 
found there. 

4) Donot rely on old adages 
or home techniques for iden- 
tifying edible mushrooms. 

5) Call the Poison Informa- 
tion Center for treatment 
advice on ANY _ ingested 
plant or mushroom. 


BITES AND STINGS 

1) All insect and spider 
bites should be rinsed and 
then gently washed with 
soap and water. 

2) For bee stings, check for 
and remove the stinger with 
a brushing motion over the 
top of the skin using a knife 
blade, a key or a piece of 
cardboard. Ice packs may be 
applied to an insect sting to 
decrease the pain and swell- 
ing, but should NOT be left

Forestry 
Practices 


Affect Water 


Water is one of the most 
important natural resources 
of Coffee County, and its 
quality must be protected, 


and where necessary 
improved. 
These often heard and 


obvious sentiments were 
expressed again this week by 
Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion county Supervisor C,W. 
Roberts. ‘‘There are many 
forestry activities,’ Roberts 
explained, ‘‘that can have an 
impact on the quality of 
water in Coffee County.”’ 
These include the harvesting 
or cutting methods used, the 
building of logging roads and 
the preperation of ground for 
planting new seedlings for 
re-growth, 

‘*While the éxact amount 
of damage to our waterways 


and lakes can not be 
measured,’ Supervisor 
Roberts stated, ‘‘we know 


that some is taking place. 
The 500th law passed by the 
92 Congress in 1972," he 
added, ‘‘lets us know that 
the voters of this Country 
also know that some damage 
is being done, and they want 
it stopped.’ 

The aim of the Commis- 
sion is to have forestry 
practices and standards set 
high enough by 1985 that 

will virtually guarantee 
the protection of all waters in 
Coffee County, and the rest 
of the State,” he added. 
“This is an important issue 
with the AFC,"’ Roberts went 
on, “‘since it affects all 
Alabamians."’ There are two 
ways of going about this 
program of improving our 
water quality, he explained, 
one is public education and 
voluntary compliance with 
the AFC's standards, and the 
other is laws and restrictive 
regulations on just how 
woodsmen may operate in 
the forests. 

“The Commission, and 
everybody else,’" Roberts 
said, perfer the voluntary 
way instead of the forced 
regulatory method."’

A complete under- 
standing of this phase of 
alcoholism could be the most 
important aspect of develop- 
ing a meaningful program of 
treatment and prevention 
However, many of the com- 
plicating factors so difficult 
to overcome not yet 
developed and an individual 
prognosis is best at this 
point, It is during this phase 
that the individual is least 
able to evaluate his own 
drinking behavior and still 
have the ability to do some- 
thing about it. His behavior 
with regards to alcohol 
undergoes a marked change 
and is characterized by any 
or all of the following actions 

He begins to sneak 
drinks. The primary reason 
for drinking is no 
social. The sedative effect of 
the drug, alcohol, now 
becomes the principle 
purpose of imbiding.

marker. Quincy H. Marlowe, 
a great-great grandson of the 
only survivor of the 
massacre, recounted the 
details of the Indian raid, 
which was made famous in a 


book written by Judge 
Brunson. 

Bricks marked the 
corners of the grave 
originally, until recently 


when a small stone marker 
was placed at the site. The 
new marker will insure the

For many people, basking 


in the sun is one of summer's 
greatest pasttimes. But in 
their haste to grab a beach 
towel and soak up the rays, 
many fail to realize that sun 
exposure ultimately does 
more harm than good. 


The effect of repeated 
seasons in the sun can set the 


stage for skin cancer, the 


most common of all cancers. 
More than 300,000 new cases 
of skin cancer are reported 
annually, most developing in 
parts of the body directly 
exposed to the sun. 
Fortunately, skin cancer is 


one of the most curable 


forms of this disease. 

Though no one is immune 
from skin cancer, some 
people are at a greater risk 
than others. Fair-skinned 
people, notable redheads 
and blonds, are the most 
susceptible. They lack 
sufficient quantities of 
melanin, the pigment 
substance that filters out the 
sun’s rays. Outdoor workers 
or people who live and work 
in sunny regions of the U.S. 
also are at high risk. 

Skin cancer is not the only 
form of skin damage that can 
occur from constant sun 
exposure. Skin can develop a 
tough, leathery look and 
become etched with wrinkles 
as part of premature aging 
process. Dark patches called 
keratoses, which are often 
pre-cancerous, can form as a 
result of loss of skin elasti- 
city. Since the sun is such an 
obvious culpirt, is there any 
way sun worshippers can 
save their skin’s health while 
taking in the rays? Dermato- 
logists and skin cancer 
specialists agree that every- 
one can find-and keep-a 
place in the summer sun, 
providing they exercise pre- 


cautions. 

A relatively easy way to 
sun-proof your skin is to 
cover it with clothing. Cool, 
long-sleeved shirts can do 
the job, as can hats and 
sunglasses. It also helps to 
take the sun in moderation. 
Try to avoid sunbathing 
between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m., 
when ultraviolet rays are at 
their strongest. If you must 
bask during these hours, stay 
out a maximum of 15 minutes 
to be safe. ~ 

Though the body offers a 
natural protection from the 
sun’s rays by producing a 
‘*healthy’’ appearing tan, 
added protection in the form 
of cover-ups is necessary. 
The best cover-up is a 
chemical one-a sunscreen 
that contains PABA (para- 
amino-benzoic-acid.) These 
preparations absorb ultra- 
violet B rays, which pose the 
greatest risk of sunburn and 
cancer, 

Most sunscreen products 
carry a number from one to 
15 (the sun protection factor) 
on their labels. The higher 
the numher. the more sun

protection delivered by the 
preparation. Consumers 
should base their choice on 
complexion and sun habits.” 
Fair-skinned individuals, for 
instance, are advised to use 
high numbered sunscreens. 

Sunscreens should 
always be worn when going 
out in the summer sun (no 
matter for how short a 
time.) They work best when 
applied an hour before 
exposure, and reapplied 
after prespiring or 
swimming. Even when skies 
are overcast, sunscreen 
should be used to avoid 
burning, since ultraviolet 
rays can penetrate clouds. 

Another cover-up, the 
sunblock, allows for no 
tanning at all. The opaque 
ointment of zinc oxide is 
useful for shielding lips, nose 
and other extra-sensitive 
parts.

The 
Covington County Sheriff's Department 
was called in and the Covington County 
authorities notiffed the Coffee County 
rl Department at approximately 

Fingerprints were taken and the 
vehicle processed at the scene and then 
taken to the Enterprise Crime Lab. It 
was reported very few prints or other 


‘evidence were found on the car. 


The car had a stolen South Carolina 


tag registered to a 1970 Ford, leading 
officials to. believe the vehicle was 
stolen in South Carolina and driven 
south for use in the robbery. This 
theory was short-lived, however, as it 
was discovered the car was reported 
stolen by Crown Buick in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, on Friday, July 15, five days 
prior to the robbery. 


The investigation by the Alabama 
Bureau of Investigation, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and local 
authorities is still underway.

The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session Monday, July 25, ina 
small un-air conditioned roém with no 
lights, and held a brief and rather 
uneventful meeting.

The 
old tax collector's office was used for 
the meeting, but the air conditioner 
didn't work and the lights went out, 
resulting in a warm, dark roor) and a 
short meeting. 

All members were present at the 
meeting, including commission 
chairman Marion Brunson, clerk 
Brunease Winston and commissioners 
Gilmer Grant, Rex Boutwell, Billy 
Eagerton, Charlie Mack Martin, 
Eugene Bradley and Marvin Bowden. 

After the routine adoption of 
minutes, County Engineer Frank 
Charlton read a prepared statement 
concerning a July 17, 1983, editorial 
that appeared in an Enterprise 
newspaper. 

“This is to clarify some points 
contained in an editorial published by 
The Rnterprise Ledger on Sundhy, July 
17, 1983,"’ Charlton said, ‘‘which told a 
story, but not the whole story." 

In the statement, the engineer 
explained the existence, and makeup, of 
work areas in the county and reported 
that work areas were divided to give 
each area an equai amount of dirt 
roads. 

“The purpose of the work area 
concept,”’ according to Charlton, “‘was 
to provide more economical and 
efficient maintenance of all our roads. 
The single criterion was that the total 
miles of dirt roads in all work areas be 
as nearly equal as possible."’ 

In a non-related matter, the 
engineer stated the low bid on paving 
Sparks Street was $246,854 from 
Wiregrass Construction. The bid was 
approximately $100,000 less than 
expected, and Charlton reported the 
remaining funds will be used in the 
project at Turner's Crossroads.

Federal Court Judge

The review 
could take several months and 
additional federal appeals are expected. 

Magwood, age 30, was scheduled to 
die in the electric chair at 12:01 a.m. on

Aeeepted For Paving 


On Sparks Street 


A total of 34 projects in 30 counties, 
for which contractors offered $18.2 
million in apparent low bids, was 
awarded last week by the Alabama 
Highway Department and, and included 
in the projects was one in Coffee 
County. 

The Coffee County project involves 
construction of the base and bituminous 
treatments on Sparks Street from 
Alabama 122 in New Brockton nerth. 
The work, which covers 3.734 miles, will 
be completed in 60 working days. Low 
bidder on the project was Wiregrass 
Construction Company, Inc., with a bid 
of $246,854. 


Other area projects include: 
Covington County - construction of the 
bridge culvert and approaches at 
Richland Creek on Alabama #54 east of 
Florala near Howell's, with the low bid 
of $97,417 from H & L Construction 
Company; Crenshaw County - widening 
and resurfacing on U.S. #29 near 
Searight to the west city limits of 
Brantley, with a low bid of $506,050.20 
from Wiregrass Construction Company, 
Inc.; and Pike County - construction of 
bridge replacement and approaches 
on Alabama #130 east of Shiloh, with a 
low bid of $165,500.48 from W.S. 
Newell, Inc. 


Friday, July 22; however, the convicted 
killer's lawyer, J.L. Chestnut Jr. of 
Selma, filed the legal papers 
approximately midday Wednesday with 
Judge Hobbs, as well as the Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals.

Prison system spokesman Ron Tate 
stated Holman officers reported that 
Magwood had been unemotional 
throughout the week but ‘‘broke down 
and cried at least half an hour’’ after 
being moved to the cell next to the 
chair, According to Tate, Magwood had 
no appetite for lunch, but showed little 
emotion when told of Hobbs’ decision to 
grant the stay. Tate reported 
Magwood’s only response was ‘‘okay."’ 

The prison spokesman said that 
prison commissioner Freddie Smith had 
been informed by Hobbs of the 
impending stay. 

The Magwood defense claims the 
convicted killer was insane at the time 
he killed Sheriff Grantham; however, 
the claim was denied by a jury and the 
sentence was upheld in an appeal to 
Circuit Court. 

Chestnut stated last week he wanted 
the stay in order for the Alabama Court 
of Criminal Appeals to review a July 18 
ruling by Circuit Judge Riley Green. 


Replacing Police Cars Is 


Topie At City Council Meeting 


Replacing police cars was the main 
topic of discussion at the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday evening. The 
council talked with Police Chief John 
White about the high mileage and 
mounting repair bills on the present 
police cars. White told the city officials 
that one car had 162,000 miles, and that 
all of them had over 100,000 miles. 

The idea of buying used cars for 
patroling was discussed and the 
majority of the council members 
seemed to favor this move if good cars 
with relatively low mileage could be 
purchased at reasonable prices. 
Councilman John Sharpless noted that 
he opposed buying used cars in the past 
and still doubted the economy of the 
action. 

Chief White was instructed to look 
into the matter and report back to the 
council prior to the finalization of the 
budget for the next fiscal year. Mayor 
Bob English indicated that something 
must be done early in the next fiscal 
year. 

The council approved a resolution 
allowing English to borrow money to 
pay for the tractor and mower recently 
purchased for the recreation 


department. Engiish indicated 
repayment over the next 36 months will 
cost about $400 per month. 

An agreement was approved by the 
council that would okay the purchase of 
some customers from Covington Co-op. 
It will only be enacted when and if a bill 
is passed in the Alabama legislature 
establishing permanent territorial lines 
for various utilities. The proposal is 
tooted to save the cost of duplicating 
lines in many areas. It has the backing 
of the co-ops and Alabama Power 
Company. English noted it had a slim 
chance of passing in the current 
session, but could pass in a special 
session or in the next regular session. 

English noted that Elba was ungiue 
from other towns in that the co-op has 
sub-stations and a major transmission 
line within the city limits. The 
agreement expands on the statewide 
bill and allows Elba to purchase some 
customers while allowing the Covington 
Co-op to keep some near their main 
lines, 

The council agreed to co-host a 
meeting of the Second District 
Municipal Association in Troy on 
August 18. English said it would only 


cost Elba $150 to $200 since it is a dutch 
treat affair. English also informed the 
council that the state had requested a 
nomination for a member of the Board 
of Equalization. 


Mr. and Mrs. Roger Mills appeared 
before the council and requested the 
one-block section of the street beside 
their home in New Town be paved, or at 
least graded. They said the dust was 
terrible. The council took no action and 
English informed the couple that he had 
instructed the street superintendent to 
survey the street and make a 
recommendation. 


English also reported that a city 
employee had received a back injury 
picking up a 55-gallon trash barrel, and 
city ordinances required all garbage and 
trash be in containers no larger than 30 
gallons. He said he has instructed the 
street department to again enforce this 
regulation and to inform those using the 
larger size that they will no longer be 
picked up. Mayor English explained 
that workman's comp payments would 
cost the city thousands of dollars, just 
for this one injury.
